Lonpon, May 10.—The proceedings in the 
Parnell court for the last few days, otherwise 
uneventful, were enlivened by certain scenes. 
These are likely to be frequent henoeforward 
now thatthe Irish case is on and the Judges 
seem waking upto the necessity of enforcing 
the strictest rules of evidence. Any body and 
everybody was allowed to denounce the 
League from the witness-box, but the Times’ 
counsel objected at the outside of 
the evidence even of Archbishop 
Walsh. Sir Charles Russell, besides 
feeling deeply the ungenerous if 
not unjust conduct of the case by the Times, 
which the judges generally uphold, is very 
overbearing and even bullying in manner, 
hence frequent collisions are inevitable. After 
the last scene some of the Irish members 
wantedjRussell and his colleagues to withdraw 
from the case. This advice has been frequently 
given at different stages of the proceedings, 
but it will not be followed. Hannen, the pre- 
siding Judge, though beginning to 
suggest a suspicion of private leanings 
preserves his dignity extremely well and is 
very clever at giving the soft and slyly hu- 
morous answer which‘‘turneth away wrath.’’ 
The Court chuckles hugely at his treatment of 
the worthy but irrepressible Biggar. Says 
Biggar indignantly: 

These proceedings are a farce.’’ 

Hannen replies: ‘‘Well, Mr. Biggar, at any 
rate you have not helped us much in prevent- 
ing it.“ 

Hannen is a confirmed vegetarian. A 
parish priest testified to the extreme hard- 
ship of thetenants only tasting meatonce a 
week. Said Hannen: ‘‘I shall require strong 
evidence to convince me that that is any 
hardship.’’ 

THE DECEASED WIFE-SISTER BILL. 

The House of Lords yesterday rejected the 
deceased wife-sister bill by a majority of 
twenty-seven, the Prince of Wales voting 
with the minority. This is the largest major- 
ity against it recorded for several years and 
was probably due tothe reaction against the 
recent free discussions of the loosening of 
marriage ties. It is curious that English leg- 
islators go back to Leviticus and the Roman 
Ceesars and also that they speak as if to say 
„vou may marry a deceased wife’s sister’’ 
which would mean you must. ‘Hersebell 
quoted against this assumption the witticism 
of an American, who said: ‘‘I cannot under- 
stand you English. From your language one 
wight suppose your husbands always married

The following synopsis of the weather re- 
ports was prepared for the Post-DISPATCa by 
the Signal Service to-day: 

3 The area of moderately high barometer

Rain has, however, 
fallen at Keokuk, north of us, and at Kansas 
City, west. Considerable rain has againo fal- 
yon in Kaneas, Nebraska, Dakota and Color- 
ado. The heaviest rain was at Denver, 
1.58 in.; Concordia, Kan., had 62 in.; North 
Platte, Neb., 18 in. 

An area of high pressure, 
with temperatures between 32 an 
40 deg. has made its appearance in the North- 
west, accompanied by light snow in some lo- 
calities. Snow was falling this morning at 7 
a.m. at Denver, Colo., Cheyenne, Wyo., and 
Rawlins, Wyo. The hot weather extends as 
far north asthe lake region, Milwaukee, 72 
deg., Grand Haven, 72 deg., and eastward to 
the coast, Philadelphia, 76 deg., Washington, 
76 deg. Thelow barometer remains station- 
ary in the Southwest. The prospect for rain 
in this vicinity is still good, although a con- 
tinuance of the present conditions may pre- 
vent it. Cooler weather is expected to- mor- 
row.

THE ONE HUNDRED. 


Notarial Honors Will No Longer Be Con- 
fined to the Limited Circle. 


The exciusive notarial one hundred, who, 
have for years been the envy of all non-seal- 
holders, has gone under. The barrier which 
held them aloof from the rest of the world has 


been torn down and now any onecan be one 
of that exclusive set. Gov. Francis’ action 
in signing yesterday the new notarial bill de- 
prived them of their own protection, and now 
instead of being an exclusive set they are 
common. This bill repeais the oid law limit- 
ing the number of notaries inthe City of St. 
Louis to one hundred and empowers the Gor- 
ernor to grant as many commissions as Le 
sees fit. 

That there is no general rejoicing among 
these gentlemen goes without saying. They 
look with akything but pleasure upon a law 
which enables the common horde to move in 
their sphere. Mr. Rivers Meriwether, one of 
the 100, in speaking of the matter to-day, re- 
marked: 

Ot course, as a notary, I am very sorry 
the Governor has signed thebill. It places 
the cost of commissions at $5 instead of $30 as 
at present, and reduces the bond from $10,000 
to $5,000. The law does not go into effect 
until ninety days after the Legislature 
adjourns. About seveaty of the 100 com- 
missions held here at present expire 
on or about June 28, so that between that time 
and when the new law takes effect a few 
notories will do the entire business of the 
city, as if any one attempted to qualify under 
the old law he would haveto give double the 
bond and six times the price for his com- 
mission which he will if be waits for the 
new law. Under the circumstances they 
will of course all wait. In less than two 
months after the law goes into effect there 
will be 700 or 800 notaries in the om just as 
there were before the law was passe limiting 
the number to 100. Fees will naturally by oom. 
petition be cut down to at least one half and 
commissions will scarcely be worth having. 
still it will be an advantage to the public, 
although an injury to the present notaries, for 
it breaks up our monopoly. I think the bond 
required will prevent any fraud, and besides 
the Governor exercises his discretion as be- 
fore in making appointments, only he can 
now make as many noteries as he chooses.’’

HOW HIRSUTE ADORNMENTS EXPRESSES 
WHAT YOU ARE LIKE. 


The Way in Which It Indicates Mental Traits 
—The Mustache, the Beard, Mutton 
Chops and Whiskers Each Tell a Tale— 
Stage Tribute to This Idea. 


From an Exchange. 

Can a man’scharacter be read through his 
whiskers? At first blueh the answer would be 
decidedly in the negative, and yet walk, if you 
will, along Broadway and watch for an hour 
the men who pass you by, note their beards or 
their mustaches, and if you be at all a keen 
observer you will be able to form a very fair 
approximate idea of their several characters. 

Better still, and if you are a novice in the 
art of character reading, select some noted 
men with whose ways and manners you are 
fairly well acquainted and goto hear them 
speak or lecture, or whatever it may be, and 
look only at their hirsute appendages and just 
see if you be not ableto detect something 
about the latter not only in keeping with the 
character of the men as you know it, but de- 
cidedly suggestive. It may be in its color, in 
its luxuriance, or in its sparseness; in the way 
it sits or inthe manner in which it is worn. 
And what is true of the whiskers applies 
equally to all the hair on the head. 

The stage every day unconsciously pays 
tribute to is theory. The villain is in vari- 
ably whiskered, so to speak, in keeping with 
his character. The hero and the manly fellow 
are rarely bedraggied as to their facial feat- 
ures or their head, and a nice discrimination 
is exercised in allotting even the color of the 
wigs and the whiskers used, that they may be 
in harmony with the unconscious and unex- 
plainable idea which the general public has 
regarding the character assumed. No miser, 
for instance, was ever yet portrayed in 
a silken mustache of golden brown, 
nor was the dandy and the ideal swell 
who dotes upon his clothing and himself ever 
sent before the public with a set of odd-look- 
ing and yet eminentiy respectable Galways. 
Why? Because the public could not and would 
not associate the dandy with the Galways or 
the miser with the fringe of golden brown. 
And why not? Simply because the public in- 
tuitively associate character with the framing 
of the face and head. 

In themselves the Galways, for example, 
would preclude no man from entering the 
lists of swelldom, but he would be out of 
place, and simply because of them. Very 
fine and very estimable gentlemen wear 
them, but the public know that 
no matter how brilliant they may be 
mentally, there is a solidity anda quaintness 
and a sort ot an jvy leaf and a pleasant an- 
tiquity about the aforesaid Galways that does 
not harm onize with that gayety and that self 
satisfaction without which a dude would ir- 


revocably lose his individuality. 

MAKE NO MISTAKE—WHISKERS ARE NATURAL. 

But, first, before considering the value of 
the hair as an expression of character in men, 
it must not be assumed thatthe clean shaven 
and the bald-headed are totally destitute of it. 
Whiskers are natural to every man, and the 
very absence of them and thecare which the 
individual takes in precluding the possibilities 
of their growth argues in itself something as 
to his mental inclinations. If he doesn’t wear 


pthem in some form it is that he has some men- 


tal aversion to them, and that very mental 
aversion is a phase of character which cannot 
be overlooked in making up the estimate of 
the wan. 

There is an air of openness about the clean- 
shaven man that would be totally lostin tbe 
secretiveness of the full beard and a sol- 
emnity about it that would not coalesce with 
the fancifulness and airiness of the 
modern mustache. Teople with a pés- 
simistic turn of mind, and those 
who would be teachers of the severe and 
orthodox stamp, as a rule, wear no whiskers, 
and this because of no 1 or custom 
so much as of an inherent feeling that such a 
course Is best in keeping with their mental 
character, separate and apart entirely from 
their official or vocational one. 

The clean shave suggests the serious natu- 
rally. Humorists, who are keen observers of 
humanity, recognize this. Notraveling humor- 
ist who appesree in public would everthing of 
beginning his lecture in anything but the most 
scrupulously shaven face. Surprise is ever an

ORIGIN OF HIRSUTE ADORNMENT. 

The origin of whiskers is shroudéa in a good 
deal of mystery, though it may fairly de as- 
sumed that they began to grow just as soon as 
the descendants of Adam began to diversify 
in mental characteristics. 

On the whole they belong to no nation, 
neither in type nor in fashion, and whether 
the mustache andthe dainty side pieces are 
the evolution or the involution of the full 
beard is as uncertain as it is of little conse- 
quence. Every man has a style of his own. 

Take that one for instance just passing on 
the sidewalk now with his mustache and 
goatee. You may consider it absolutely con- 
vulsing, and yet just try and see if your mind 
doesn’t naturally and spontaneously suggest 
to you the character ofthe man. There is a 
point and a flippaney to the goatee, and an air 
of a certain bit of dash about it that marks its 
possessor as One impuisive, quick, resentful 
forthe momentit may be, and yet gallant 
enoughto apologize to the enemy for the 
necessity, whether fancied or real, which 
caused him to knock him down. 

The goatee is a flirt in itself, though a 
charming one. It isn’t vulgar at all, but when 
it nesties well over the chin it says just as 
plainly as it can: 

I'm exceedingly well, thank you, and I’m 
on very good terms with mysel :. 


And then take ve eee with the plain mue- 
tache. Has the infinfte variety of the mustache 
ever struck you?—the soft, downy, delicate 
growth of adolescence, the long, thick, wavy 
mustaches that betoken, according to color, 
either sturdiness of character or tender- 
ness of heart—the short clinging mus- 
tache that seems to curl inward, 
and that almost invariably denotes 
a man of self-reliance and of unbounding en- 
thusiasm,not necessarily a great stickler after 
duty, as duty goes, but one who gets into har- 
ness and works either until he attains his goal 
or pulls himself through the traces. 

This self-same, short, clinging mustache as 
a rule may be depended upon to accompany 
fairness and equity, while its inward turn al- 
most seems to insinuate that it does it so as to 
get out of the road ofthe enthusiasm ot its 
possessor. It isn’t by any means the mus- 
tache of the dreamer. 


DOWNY LIKE A DREAM. 

This last is of your downy character—flex- 
ible, airy as the dream of its possessor. It is 
generally the color of the dreamer’s dream, 
too, of that peculiar golden brown with which 
he loves to paint his life. He is poetic rather 
than vain. His mustache seldom is waxed. 
He may allow it to wave and possibly may give 
it just the faintest of daintiest little curls at the 
end, but there he ceases. 

He likes to preserve symmetry. His mind 
wouldn’t be easy if he thought that it drooped 
the slightest at the ends—not that he cares 
about how others see him so much as that it 
annoys himself to have it any way but in the 
settled one. And why? Because it wouldn’t be 
in harmony with the brain. Something would 
tellhimthat it wasn’t just quite right, and 
neither it would be. This class is the easiest 
kind to read. Asa rule they are all heart. 

But then comes just a slight variation of this 
latter. It is darker and itis cut more closely 
on a line with the mouth and it seems to press 
inward. Youcan read precision in almost 
every hair and you find with it as arule a man 
who either wouldn’t crogs the ice on ariver 
unless he saw it tested with a ton weight, or 
one who would go over itsimply because some- 
body might suggest to him that it would be a 
hazardous thing to do. 

Another man has a mustache that would 
remind one of oristles. It seems to stand out 
straight and be always prepared to join issue 
ifchallenged. In laughter as well as in tears 
it bearsthe self-same aggressive aspect. It 
is, perhaps, hardly correct to call it aggress- 
ive. Itis rather the mustache of a man who 
has his doubts about everything—who will 
conjecture on what might have happened if 
such another thing had not occurred—who is 
always eager to take the other side in any ar- 
gument.and who insists upon snoring in his 
sleep, just to demonstrate that sleep is not a 
period of inaction.

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THE BALD KNOBBERS’ CRIME 


The principal reason urged in extenua- 
tion of the brutal crimes for which three 
Bald Knobbers were hanged at Ozark to- 
day and in criticism of the Governor’s re- 
fusal to commute their sentences, is that 
they belonged to a self-constituted band 
of regulators and were led into the com- 
mission of their crimes by a perverted 
seuse of duty. 

This argument is equivalent to saying 
that beginning as an extra-judicial, ille- 
gal, star-chamber tribunal for the recti- 
fication of wrongs and becoming an in- 
qusitorial board of tyrants, all acts 
were justified by the first mis- 
taken sense of duty. The defense 
is a defense of the regulation of the 
morals and conduct of citizens by other 
citizens without legal authority. It is a 
defense of lynch law where there is no 
lack of State law and authority. Carried 
to its legitimate conclusion it would 
justify the acts of every fanatic or band 
of fanatics and would render every citi- 
zen insecure in his home and in the enjoy- 
ment of life. Any erime committed by 
self-coustituted regulators would be justi- 
fied by it. 

The crime of which the Bald Knobbers 
was guilty inthe murder of EDENs and 
GREEN was the greatest that can be com- 
mitted. They violated the sacredest right 
ofa citizen by invading his home and 
added to this violation the murder of the 
members of his family. They went to a 
peaceful home armed and prepared for 
violence, broke into it and attempted to 
take away for illegal punishment by 
force the head of the house and members 
of his family, whose only offenses 
had been the public denunciation of 
their own lynch law methods. This 
invasion of the home took place at night 
whenthe members of the family were 
asleep unconscious of danger. When re- 
sistance was made to their outrageous act 
they shot down two menin the presence 
of father, mother, wives and children. 
The preparatior for violence was sufficient 
intention of murder and the commission 
of it in the unlawfulinvasion of a citizen’s 
house constituted the foulest of crimes. 

Whether capital punishment is right or 
wrong is not the question. The law pre- 
scribes it for murder. If it was not in- 
flicted justly in this case it should be blot- 
ted from the statute books. To have pro- 
tected these men from the operation of 
the law and the courts would have been 
to proclaim that there is no security for 
homes and that citizens may be slain with 
impunity for protecting them. The per-

When the heaviest purse carries elections 
itis the beginning ofan oligarchy of wealth. 
When offices are bought the Plutocrats and 
not the people rule. Purchased suffrage nul- 
lifies democracy. Money votes, not men, 
when the government is, in De Tocqueville's 
phrase, ‘‘putupat a sort ot auction. The 
people still nominally rulein this country. 
And yet for eight years they have been unable 
to throw off the burden of $100,000,000a year 
of excessive taxes upon their necessaries be- 
cause it is for the interest ofa few rich 
men to maintain them. The high offices 
in the government are still theoretically 
intrusted to the citizens best qualified by 
character, ability and training to fill them. 
This is the ideal of democracy. Yet the sec- 
ond office in the Government has but recently 
gone to a man solely on account of his pocket- 
book, and a Cabinet officer has been appointed 
as a reward for raising the largest contribution 
to the campaign fund. The Senate is the 
servant of the money power. Severai of its 
members owe their seats to the corrupt use of 
money. And when the charge of bribery in 
connection with the election of one of its 
prominent members was preferred by a State 
Legislature, the Senate, to its lasting disgrace, 
refused to investigate it.

Few 
new themes are introduced in it that are 
particularly striking, itis the grand mingling 
and working of the motives introduced in the 
earlier operas of the series. It is also 
somewhat more varied than its pre- 
decessors, the scene frequent!

cup in September next, in which 
race the Valkyrie, lately launched 
in England, is expected to represent the con- 
testants from the other side.

Moore is the designer, and his ideas have 
found expression in a handsome model now at 
his residence.

NEARLY TWO YEARS. 


An Explanation of the Many Continuances 


That Have Been Granted the BRecreant 
Cashier—Receiver Stephens Wants Cre- 
celius Unspotted by a Felon’s Sentence 
It May Be Years Yet Before His Trial. 


HE announcement 

thatthe case against 

Charles ©. Crecelius, 

the ex-Cashier of the 

defunct Fifth National 

Bank, had been con- 

tinued again, has 

caused some comment 

and a good many peo- 

ple are wondering how 

at Crecelius, who is 

9 charged with making 

false entries in the books of the bank, has 
been able to stave off his trial for so long. 
The Fifth National Bank failed November 7, 
1887, nineteen months ago. On the 16th of No- 
vember of the same year the Federal Grand- 
jury found an indictment against Crecelius, 
charging him in three counts with falsifying 
the books. The first count charged thaton 
October 5, 1887, he erased the first two figures 


of the entry: 
Cash.. $136,302.53 


And substituted the figures 2and 9, making 
the entry read: 

„N e 
meaning that that was the amount of cash the 
bank had in hand on that day. The second 
count charges him with changing the cash 
credit of $167,559.87 to $807,559.87 on May 13, 
1887. The charge in the third count is similar. 
The date of the alleged offense was Augustl, 
1887, and the change from $166,549.45 to $316,- 
549.45. The indictment was returned to the 
courtand Crecelius was arrested. He gave 
bond in the sum of $20,000 and he has been out 
on bond ever since. A part of his time has 
been spent on a ranch in the West and a part 
bere. 

The case came up for trial at the March 
term of 1888, but was continued, and it has 
been reset for trial atevery succeeding term 
and at every succeeding term continued. The 
request has been made in each instance on 
the ground that Crecelius was not ready for 
trial, and the court has seemed willing to 
give him ali the time he needed, even though he 
has already had nearly two years in which to 
prepare. Some inquiries were made this 
morning, and it was learned that though the 
continuances have been granted on the 
ground that Crecelius was not ready, that has 
not been and is not the real reason. When 
Receiver Stephens took hold of the wreck 


there were really no books. Those that 
the receiver found gave not the slightest inti- 
mation of the condition ofthe bank. There were 
more accounts in Crecelius’ head than in the 
books of the bank, and Mr. Stephens found 
that without Crecelius’ aid it would be impos- 
sible to straighten out the affairs of the con- 
cern. After his urrest Crecelius seemed very 
willing to render what assistance he could, 
and he a good dealof useful work, and 
gave Mi jphens much necessary informa- 
tion. FE this reason Mr. Stephens did not 
want hi sonvicted until he had closed up the 
affairs< de concern, and when that time ap- 
proach’ it looked as if the time for Crece- 
lins’ tat had come. But the suits against the 
‘‘new stockholders’’ were pending, and 
Mr. Stephens wanted him as a witness in 
those cases. A convicted felon may testify in 
a case. He cannot be compelled to. After 
his sentence he cannot testify, for he 
is not a competent witness, that is 
in the Federal Court. If Crecelius should 
be convicted it would injure him asa witness 
againstthe stockholders and Mr. Stephens 
kept him from trial on that account. Recently 
the Treasury Department instructed Mr. 
Stephens to dismiss the suits against the new 
stockholders, levv an assessment of 100 per 
cent against the old stockholders and wind up 
the affairs ofthe bank. The suits were dis- 
missed, and as Crecelius could be no longer 
needed as awitnegs it was thought that his 
trial would certainlv take place yesterday, 
andthe continuance wasthe cause of much 
surprise, particularly as it was granted on the 
Same grounds, that Crecelius was not feady 
for trial. It was learned, however, that Mr. 
Stephens called on District-Attorney Bashaw 
and earnestly urged him to consent toa con- 
tinuance. He said that though Crecelius was 
no longer needed as a witness he was more 
important tothe receiver now than ever before. 
W hen the assessment was levied some of those 
who had been rated as old stockholders came 
inand claimed that they were new stock- 
holders and Crecelius is the only man who 
can tell whether they are or not. On this ac- 
count Mr. Bashaw consented. Hesaid this 
morning: ‘‘Idid not want to continue the 
case. I wasanxious to goto trial, but Mr. 
Stepnens said the banks creditors would 
suffer if Creceilus was convicted. This is not 
like an ordinary case. The request for a con- 
tinuance comesfrom one department ofthe 
Government to another and under thecircum- 
stancesI do not think it could well be re- 
fused. Crecelius will be convicted—there is 
no doubt of that, and we have ten or a dozen 
witnesses who can convict him. If there 
‘were only two or three and there 
was any likelihood of these dying or 
movin away where we could not 
reach them it would be a different matter, but 
itis not likely that a dozen witnesses will 
either die or move away before the next term 
of court. 

If, however, the stockholders who are rated 
old, but claim to be new take their cases into 


court by refusing to pay the assessment those 


cases may linger three or four years before 
they are finally adjudicated in the Supreme 
Court,and in that event Crecelius would again 
be needed asa witness, and he would have 
three or four years more of' liberty unless 
Judge Thayer should cometo the conclusion 
that he had had time to prepare for trial and 
refuse any further continuance,

Making Preparations to Leave the Auburn 
Prison To-Morrow.

AUBURN, N. Y., May 10.—James D. Fish, ex- 
President ofthe Marine Bank of New York 
City ,will do the last of his sentence for misap- 
plying the funds of the bank in Auburn prison 
to-day. He will be released from the prison 
on Saturday morning, and will take the 10:40 
a. m. train from this city for New 
York. He will be accompanied by his 
daughter, Miss Anna Fish, who re- 
moved to this city shortly after 
her father came here and bas been here ever 
since, cheering the old man by her daily visits 


to him atthe prison. Fish is preparing for the 
reat change but heis doing itcoolly. There 
s no sign in his face of the joy that he must 
feel at the termination of his imprisonment. 
If ever a man took his punishment like a 
hilosopher, Fish is that man. When 
e entered the prison it was with 
a determination to accept the fate 
brought about by his own. dishonesty like a 
man. He has never complained and has not 
tried to impress the world outside the prison 
through the newspapers that he was an inno- 
cent man. When reporters called at the 
prison they were in every case met with the 
simple statement: ‘‘I have nothing to. say. 
It has been learned, however, through per- 
sons in the prison who bad gained his confi- 
dence that he blamed Ferdinand Ward and the 
Grants for his downfall, but especially Ward. 
He has never said much about this and what 
he has said was more in a spirit of sadness 
than anger and reproach. Fish says that 
when he first met Ward the latter was a de- 
positor at his bank. His deposits were in 
small sums, but he kept at it and in the course 
of time began to make a little money. Fish 
was attracted by his business ability and took 
him into his office. 
Fish has done nothing since work in the 
rison was abandoned. 6 spends his time 
u his cell, excepting the two and a half hours 
allotted to exercise each day.

THE WELDON ACT, 


Canadian Lawyers in Doubt as to Its Being 
Retroactive. — 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1aratcn, 

OTTAWA, Ontario, May 10.—‘‘Ig the Weldoa 
extradition act retroactive?’* This is the 
question which is troubling the minds of 
many of Canada’s brightest lawyers. The bill, 
as introduced in Pariiamént by Prof. Weldon, 
contained a clause which provided that the 
provisions of the act should apply to the 
past as well as the present and 
future. This clause caused much 
opposition and it was dropped. It was the 
intention of Parliament without doubt to de- 


stroy the retroactive portion of the measure 
by expunging the retroactive olause, but 
since the act has been printed and circulated 
many of the best legal authorities in the coun- 
try say that every piece of legislation 
ever enacted by Canada regarding ex- 
tradition has been retroactive in character. 

Of course it is admitted that as a general rule 
Canadian énactments are not retroactive in 
character, but the fact that all Canada’s en- 
actments bearing on extradition have been 
retroactive is more than sufficient to warrant 
any judge deciding that the Weldon act is 
retroactive. What Parliament ought to have 
done, it ig urged, was to have inserted a 
clause in the bill expressly providing that 
the measure should not be retroactive 
in ite character.
